Officials at this modern rayon manufacturing plant 
solved a major production problem by the use of Glass. 
One stage in the processing of rayon yarns calls for the 
use of certain acids, and it was found that acid fumes 
were being dispersed throughout the plant. Since this 
caused discomfort for the employees, the Management 
decided that the acid fumes must be sealed in. At the 
same time this particular machinery must be under 
constant observation, so it was decided to build a Glass 
screen around the entire assembly. 


Thirty thousand feet of Pilkington polished plate 
glass was cut and processed to exacting specifications. 
It must be remembered that “Armourplate” cannot 
be cut or drilled or in any way further shaped after 


the toughening process. The result, for Courtaulds 
(Canada) Limited, is complete protection for their 
employees, full visibility and ease of access for inspec- 
tion and maintenance. The photograph shows how 
this has been achieved. 


“Armourplate” is toughened plate glass. In the 
toughening process, the plate is suspended vertically 
in a high temperature electric furnace until the soften- 
ing point is reached. Cold air is then directed onto 
both surfaces which become solid, while the core is 
still hot and soft. As the core cools it contracts, the 
outer surfaces being in compression, the inner one in 
tension — to give a glass five to seven times as tough 
as ordinary glass.
